“With few exceptions,” said 
Damitz, “the majority of the 
manufacturing concerns in the 
two-oounty area are operating 
at near capacity and should con­ 
tinue to do so for the next sev­ 
eral months, until about April.” 
He said that his office could 
see no future lay-offs, or a de­ 
cline in manufacturing locally. 
He also pointed out that of 
the 1,272 persons registered for 
work 237 are females and 295 
are veterans.

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Stock Market Prospect 


During the last several days, we have made an in­ 
tensive study of the stock market and the general econ­ 
omic situation as seen through the eyes of numerous 
analysts, economists and bankers. 
Tile study results 
in the almost unanimous conclusion that 1964 will be 
a good business year with a substantial rise in the gross 
national product. 
Some bankers predict the national gross will rise 
from the present level of approximately $100 billion to 
$115 billion. Others say it may reach as high as $130 
billions. All of this, of course, is predicated on the pro­ 
posed tax cut now pending in Congress, which, if en­ 
acted, will be retroactive to Jan. I, 1964. 


Nowr let’s come to the stock market. Recently, the 
Dow' Jones average hit a new all-time high. During the 
last several sessions, the average has moved in a narrow 
range with comparatively low volume. This is credited 
to tax loss selling and switching that usually occur at 
the end of a year. It is rather interesting to note. how­ 
ever, that the market has been rather insensitive to a 
rash of good business newrs, proposed stock splits and 
other factors that normally cause a more active market.

No one can accurately determine how much the 
public has already anticipated the proposed tax cut, in 
terms of its effect on stock prices, but everyone takes 
it for granted that the tax bill will be passed in a form 
written by the House of Representatives, with some 
amendments by the Senate. There is little likelihood of 
major changes when the bill reaches the joint commit­ 
tee of the House and Senate before it is passed on to the 
President for his signature. 


There can be little doubt that the impact of the tax 
cut on the economy will be tremendous. It will release 
a flood of buying power that will multiply many times 
the amount of the tax cut itself, affecting all segments 
of business.

The use of X to stand for Christ began in the early 
days of Christianity when persecution drove tile be­ 
lievers underground — literally — in Rome.

X was also considered a reverent sign because it 
was a reminder of the cross on which Christ was cruci­ 
fied.

Christos in Greek letters looks some­ 
thing like XPISTOS. The second letter, 
rho, resembles an English “p” but is 
pronounced like an “r.” Til us the sec­ 
ond chrismon combines chi and rho, the 
first two letters of XPISTOS.
